« An act to erect a Light-houſe on Montock-Point, in the State of New-York.” 


paſſed the 12th day of April, 1792, it is enacted and delcared, That as ſoon as the jurif- 


diction of fuch land on Montock-Point, in the State of New- York, as the Preſident I the 


United States ſhall deem ſuſlictent and moſt proper for the convenience and accommodation 


of a Light-houſe, ſhall have been ceded to the United States, a Light-houſe may be erected 
thereon.” And whereas 1t 18 meet and proper that ſuch ceſſion ſhould be made under cer- 
tain limitations. Therefore 

Be it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, Repreſenicd i in Senate ind Aſſembly, 
and it is hereby enatted by the Author ty of the ſame, That the juriſdiction in and over all that 
certain tract of land at Montock-point, in the county of Suffolk, within this State, and 
herein after particularly deſcribed, ſhall be, and hereby is ceded to the United States of 
America, for the purpoſes aforeſaid : Provided never iheleſs, that fuch juriſdiction fo ceded 
as aforeſaid, ſhall not extend, or be conſtrued to extend, ſo as to impede or prevent the 


execution of any ptoceſs at law under the authority of this State, except ſo tar forth, as 


| ſuch proceſs may affect any the real or perſonal property of the United States within the 
ſaid tract, and that all the lands and tenements within the ſaid tract ihall be, and forever 
| hereafter are exonerated and diſcharged from any taxes wich may be laid under the autho- 
rity of the Legiſlature of this State, and the tract of land above mentioned, in and over 


which the juriſdiction 1 is ſo ceded as aforeſaid, is more particularly known by t the name of 


Turtle Hill, and is butted and bounded as follows: to wit: Beginning at the beach and at a

An ACT for electing Repreſentatives for this State, in the houſe of Repreſentative of "the Con- 
_greſs of the United Saale of America. 
Pa ſſed the 18th December, 1792. 


E it enatted 5 the People of the State of New-1 rk, Repreſented in Senate Jer Aſfembly, 
That for the purpoſe of eleGing Repreſentatives in this State, for the howle of R epre- 


fentatives of the Congreſs of the United States of America, this State ſhall be, and hereby is 
divided into ten election diſtricts, as follows, that is to ſay ; the City and County of New- 
York ſhall be one diſtri ; and the Counties of Suffolk, Queens and Kings, ſhall be one di- 
ſtrict; and the Counties of Weſtcheſter and Richmond ſhall be one diſtrict ; and the County 
of Orange and the County of Ulſter ſhall be one diſtrict; and the County of Dutcheſs ſhall 
be one diſtrict ; and the county of Columbia ſhall be one diltri&; and the Counties of Renk. 
ſelaer and Clinton ſhall be one diſtri; and the city and County of Albany ſhall be one di- 

ſtrict; and the Counties of Waſhington and Saratoga ſhall be one diſtrict; and the Counties 
of Montgomery, Otlego, Tioga, Herkemer and Ontario ſhall be one diſtrict; and that at 
every election tor Repreſentatives of the People of this State in the Houſe of Repreſentia- 
tives of the Congreſs of the United States of America, a perſon who fhall have attained the 
age of twenty five years, and who ſhall have been ſeven years a citizen of the United States, 
and who ſhall then be an inhabitant of this State, ſhall be choſen in each of the 
faid diſtricts for one of the ſaid Repreſentatives by the inhabitants of ſuch diſtrict, that is to 


fay, by luch perſons, inhabitants of ſuch diſtrict as are or ſhall be qualified to vote for mem 


bers of the Aſſembly of this State, each of whom {hall be entitled to vote for one perſon as 
ſuch Repreſentative, and the perſon who ſhall have the greateſt number of votes in any di- 
{iri&t, ſhall be the Repreſentative choſen in ſuch diſtrict; and all ſuch elections ſhall be held 


and condutted by ſuch perſons, and in the ſame manner as the elections for members of 


the Aﬀſembly of this State are by law to be held and conducted, and upon cloſing the poll at 
every ſuch election, both poll books or liſts ſhall, after due examination and correction there- 
of, be ligned by che Inſpectors then attending, and the Clerks who ſhall have kept the ſame 
relpectively; and the box containing the ballots mall then be opened, and the ballots con-

Congreſs of the United States of America, at their next meeting. 

And be it further enafted, That in caſe of any vacancy or vacancies by death or other- 
wiſe, in the ſaid office of Repreſentative, between any of the ſaid general elections, the per- 
ſon amg the government of this State for the time being, ſhall by proclzmation, 
give notice thereof, and {ſhall in ſuch proclamation ſignify in white h of the {aid diſtricts, the 
perſon or perſons is or are to he elected to fill fuch vacancy or vac ancles „ ana {hall allo ap- 
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point a day, not leſs than forty nor more than ſixty days, from the day of the publication of 1 


ſuch proclamation, for holding an election in ſuch diſtrict or diſtricts, to fill ſuch vacancy or 
vacancies, and cauſe a copy of ſuch proclamation to be delivered to each Sheriff in ſach diſtrict 
or diſtricts ; and the reſpective Sheriffs, ſhall thereupon give notice in writing of ſuch election, 
to the Superviſor or one of the Inſpectors of elections of each of the ſeveral Towns and W ards 
of ſuch diſtrict or diſtricts in their reſpective bailiwicks, within eight days after receiving ſuch 
proclamation, and each of the ſaid Superviſors and Inſpectors ſhall, immediately after receiv- 
ing ſuch notification, give notice thereof to the Town Clerk and Aſſeſſors, or other Inſpectors 
of elections of the ſame Town or Ward, and the ſeveral and reſpective Superviſors, Town 
Clerk and Affeſſors of each Town, or the major partof them, and the Inſpectors of elections 
for cach Ward, or the major part of them, ſhall without delay convene together, and by writing 
under their hands, to be affixed up in at leaſt five of the moſt public places in ſuch Town or 
Ward, give eight days notice of the time and place or places of holding ſuch election in the 
fame Town or Ward, and ſuch elections ſhall be held and conducted by the ſame perſons and 


in the ſame manner as the general election for Repreſentatives are herein before directed to be 


held and conducted, and the poll books or liſts and ballots taken at ſuch eleQion, ſhall be 
diſpoſed of in the ſame manner as the poll books or lifts and ballots taken at the general election 
for Repreſentatives; and the perſon adminiſtering the government of this State for the time 
being, ſhall immediately upon iſſuing his proclamation as aforeſaid, by ſpecial meſſengers at 
the expenſe of this State, cauſe notice to be given in writing to each member of the ſaid 
_ canvaſling committee, and require his attendance at the office of the Secretary of this State, 
at a certain day, not leſs than twenty eight days nor more than thirty five days after the day 
appointed in the ſaid proclamation for holding ſuch election, to canvaſs and-eſtimate the votes 
taken as aforeſaid, and ſuch canvaſs and eſtimate ſhall be made in the ſame manner, and ſuch 
certificate given as is and are herein before directed upon a general election of Repreſentatives.

tion to be held as aforeſaid, or the major part of them, to hold the poll at ſuch place or 
places, in any Town or City within this State, as may appear to. them the moſt convenient 


for the electors, they having previoully inſerted in the notices given of ſuch election, the . 


place or places where, and the times when ſuch elections are to be held. 

Aud be it further enacted, That in caſe no ſuch committee {ſhall be appointed, or if fuch 

committee ſhould not meet as aforeſaid to canvaſs and eſtimate the votes taken at a general

Secretary of this State for the time being, to give notice thereof to ſuch Senators as ſhall

THEREAS the Preſident and Directors of the company incorporated by the name 
Y and ſtile of © The Prefident, Directors, and Company of the Weſtern Inland Lock 
Navigation, in the State of New-York,” and the Preſident and Directors of the company 


incorporated by the name and ſtile of © The Prefident, Directors, and Company of the 


Northern Inland Lock Navigation, in the State of New-York,” have reſpettively, in behalf 


of the ſtockholders in the ſaid companies, repreſented to the Legiſlature, that by reaſon of 
ſundry of the proviſions, reſtrictions,” and limitations contained in the act entitled, „ An 
Act for eltabliſhing and opening Lock Navigations within this State,“ paſſed the 3oth day 
of March, 1792, the progreſs of the improvements to the internal navigation, for which 
the ſaid companies were incorporated, will be greatly retarded, if not entirely arreſted, 
unleſs further legiſlative interference ſhall be interpoſed : To the end, therefore, that im- 
provements, whoſe object 1s extenſive benefit to the community, may not be impeded, and 
to render the advantages which are contemplated to reſult therefrom as mutual, between 


the citizens at large and the ſaid companies reſpectively, as the nature of the caſe will admit.

ſtructed, and that without the leave and permiſſion of the owner or owners, proprietor or 
proprietors of ſuch land firſt had and obtained; and having ſo entered, to dig, trench, and 
ale the ſaid lands for the purpoſes atoreſaid, together with one hundred feet more of fuch 


land on each ſide of any canal, lock, dyke, embankment, pond, dam, or other device re- 


lative to the ſaid improvements, and to appropriate the fame land to ſuch uſes as, to the 
laid corporations reſpectively ſhall ſeem proper, any thing in the ſaid act to the contrary 
hereof in any wiſe notwithitanding. Provided nevertheleſs, that in every caſe where ſuch 
entry ſhall be made, and occupancy had as before ſaid on the part of the faid corporations, 


or either of them, other than by and with the conſent of the owner or owners, proprietor 


or proprietors of ſuch land, it ſhall be and is hereby made the duty of the Preſident and i- 
rectors of the ſaid companies ſeverally, within forty days next after ſuch entry has been 
made on the part of either of them, to ſolicit an appraiſement of the property ſo taken, aid 
of the damages ſuſtained by the party or parties from whom the lame was taken in manner 
directed by the ſaid ſeventh ſection, and in default of obtaining ſuch writ as in the ſaid 
ſeventh ſection is directed within the ſaid forty days, the party or parties aggrieved ſhall be 
entitled to fourfold the amount of the damages ſuſtained by ſuch entry, taking and occu- 
pying, to be recovered in any court of record having cognizance thereot, with colts of ſuit. 
Provided that the powers hereby granted to the ſaid corporations of making entries into 
lands ſhall not continue beyond the completion of the faid canals, or if not completed in

- quired to receive the ſame, and to deliver over ſuch recognizanceand other proceedings to 


the Juſtice or Juſtices who originally granted ſuch warrant, or to ſome other Juſtice of 


the Peace of ſuch county or city where ſuch warrant was granted; and ſuch Juſtice or 


Juſtices are hereby required to proceed on and with the ſame as if the ſaid recognizance 


and other proceedings were had or taken by themſelves; and ſuch recognizance and other 
proceedings ſhall be as good and effectual in law to all intents and purpoſes, and of the 


ſame force as if the ſame had been entered into, taken and acknowledged before a Juſtice 


or Juſtices of the Peace for the proper city or county where the ſaid Baſtard Child is 


chargeable, or likely to become chargeable, and the fame proceedings ſhall be had there- 


on; and in caſe ſuch Conſtable, or other perſon to whom ſuch recognizance and other

An ACT to organize the Militia of this Slate. Paſſed gth March, 1798. 


HEREAS by the Conſtitution of the United States, the Congreſs has power to pro- 
vide for organizing, /arming and diſciplining the Militia, and for governing ſuch part 


ok them as may be employed in the ſervice of the United States, reſerving to the States re- 


ſpectively the appointment of the officers and the authority of training the Militia, according 


to the diſcipline preſcribed by Congrels. 


And whereas the Congreſs did on the eighth day of May, one thouſand ſeven hundred 


and ninety two, paſs an act, entitled, “An act more effectually to provide for the national 


defence, by eſtabliſhing an uniform Militia eee the United States, which act is in 
the words following, viz. 

«© Be it enaitted by the Senate and Hane of Repreſentatives of the United States of America 
in Congreſs aſſembled, That each and every free able bodied white male citizen of the 


_ reſpective States, reſident therein, who is or ſhall be of the age of eighteen years, and 


under the age of forty five years, (except as is herein after excepted) ſhall ſeverally 


and reſpectively be enrolled in the Militia by the Captain or commanding officer of 


the company within whoſe bounds ſuch citizen ſhall reſide, and that within twelve months 


after the paſling of this act, And it ſhall at all times hereafter be the duty of every ſuch 
Captain or commanding officer of a company to enrol every ſuch citizen as aforeſaid, and 


alſo thoſe, who ſhall from time to time arrive at the age of eighteen years, or being of the 
age of cighreen years and under the age of forty five years, (except as before excepted )ſhall 
come to reſide within his bounds, and ſhall without delay notify ſuch citizen of the ſaid en- 


rolment by a proper non- commiſſioned officer of the company by whom ſuch notice may be 


proved. That every citizen ſo enrolled and notified, ſhall within ſix months thereafter, provide
